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1, Summary ; The following describes the recruitment of CABATON 39. 

It was routine CABATON recruitment, similar to many others; nevertheless, 
i;o are forwjirding a description of it as of possible interest as a pattern 
of how some CABATON reorultments are likely to be run, 

2. Spotting and Prepeu*atlon ; Subject was mentioned to^ Jlisy 

CAECTOiMY- 18 (too former CATADTOLB-l) as a likely prospect. Subject and 
CAECTCWy-lS had worked together for a few years for a local wholesale wine 
and liquor merchant. Subject bcofflne unec 5 >loyed early in 1959 as the result 
of a serloiis Illness, was hospitalized for a good part of the suoaier, and 
the approach was therefore postponed until after Subject had recovered. 
Meanwhile, CAECTOMY-lS had been told to inform Subject, who believed that 
CAECTOMY-lS was working with the Amerloans In helping to resettle refugees, 
that there might be part-tlioe. employment available with the U. S. Amy. 

Hq therefore gave Subject a Qerman language personal hlstozy questionnaire. 
This was used as the basis of a name trace on Subject and his wife. 

3= . Approach ; On the evening of 15 Decemberr ^ 

called' on Subject and his wife at their apartment in northeast Frankfurt. 

Hs said that he came from the U. S. Amy. He was looking for some port- 
tims help and Subject’s name had been brought to his attention by the 
Amerin^ji Labor Office (Amerlkanlsohe Arbeltsamt) . Ihe reception given 
' Jby Subject and his wife was most cordial. He was Invited in, 
given tea and rum, and Invited to watch TV. This cancelled serious dis- 
cussion for an hour and a half, but permitted light conversation and es- 
tablishment of the basic willlrjgness of both Subject and bis wife to work 
together with the Americans. 

Cover and Proposal ; V. after the TV programs were over, 

stated ;that the work he had in mind was very sioqjle, but that It was also 
rather .confidential. It was essential that the persons who helped in the 
work be whole-heartedly desiz*ous of helping the cause of the Western Allies 
against the Ccoenunlst Bloc and that they be capable of medntaln-<mg absolute 
sllenos about their relationship with his organization. ..J then ex- 
plained that he was engaged in econoolc research (Wlrtschaftllche Porsohung 
Abteilung) >dd.ch Included the need to gather economlo data on the Satellite 
areas. ' Naturally, gatherli^ of such information was not regard;ed In a 
. friendly manner by the axithorlties In the Satellite areas. Therefore, when 
information was sent to£^ J, It could not be mailed directly, but had 

to go .though local Germans who would seem to be receiving merely family 
mall. At this point it was quite clear that both Subject and his wife were 
perfectly willing to go along with this. li e^qilalned that the risks 

in this type of activity were very small Indeed. One reason for It was 
that there were so many million pieces of mall going through the postal 
system that it was truly, impossible for them to censor effectively. 
Furthermore, any letters they would receive would appear to be mere family 
c orr ea-posadence . 

5. Reaction and degree of wlttlngpaeas ; Both S;;bJeot and bib wife 
express^ oompleW niliingneVs to codP^rooe. They said that they did hot 
feel that the risks were anything to worry about, and that they were anxious 
to helpUn some way to prevent the spread of Coccmunlsm. Neither one of 
those persozis is stupid and although the words for "intelligence" were never 
used, it is only logical to assume that they know they are in touch with AIS. 
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6. (Co nnections with tag Ostzone ; Mrs. CAEATOW-SD iias six close 
relatives". living in the Ostuone at present. Most of them a.re in Halle 
and the/,-" ar‘Q raahir.g preparations to ccsiie cut. To assist in this ontsr- 
erisc] Mrs. nAEJYrOH-39 hae been making periodic txd.ps to Halle to oai'ry 
out money snd family valuables in prepai'ation for thslr departure. She 
appears to be a fairly cool character and along with a depressing de- 
scrip-tion of 3,ifG in Halle today, she told- the typo of thing she has been 
carryins bapk aiid forth. She neema to have no worries about this travel, 
ind soj's that th.e authoiities never bother her. She plans just one mors 
trip in Jsraiary ig60o JChsn nha. believes all will be ready for the. family 
to ccine out. She gave[. J biographic information on these relatives, 

and this is currently being chocked out. Vifhen^ J stated that he 

believed he v/ould not v;ax«t them to rece.ive cuay maill for him until Mrs. 
CABAT-OK-Sg had fii-iishsd vjith her inter-sonal travel, she replied that for 
her personaily it. did not make arty difference, for she had no fear of the 
autiioriti.es and did not believe them capable of pickirig up any connection

Security and Control : Through the covei’’ story involving the 

inteisnediary agency of the A-merioan Labor Office and the passage of five [ 

rno:cit-h.s, the po.ssiMe connection between case officer and CAECTOOT-lB is i 

probably sufficiently tlizsy to prevent any serious problem in this lias. I 
Subject was provided with an operational telephone number for comrauniceting | 
v;ith case officer <, and also with a reserve commo system {verbal recognition ' <i 
signalc) to make pos.sible assumption of the contact by another case officer 
without personal introduction if needed. Case officer explained that in ■ 

matters IdJie these it was always best not to tell anyone although what ease «| 
officer was engtagsd in was in perfect hamiony vriLth the objectives of the 
Bursdesrapublik, This v/as essential because of the possibilities of Conimunlstf 
agents existing where one least expects them. As in ell oases like this, j 

control is almost impossible to define. It seems that these people genuinely ! 
want to help. Tney also accepted their first payment of DM 75 peh month i

8. Co -ticluaions i In this case, because of the questionable state of 
«jAB.ATON“ 39 health, it was considered essential to recruit both man and 
v-jii'e In order to aasitre that service on the drop would not bs Interrupted. 
Ir, most cases, the vdfe soon fesoomes id-ttlng of the rolationahlp aneyway, 
though there are notable exceptions to this. This couple should make a 
very good drop. Titroug}.! the coitmectioruj of the vdfe inside the DDR they 
may even develop some ochei* capability in tha future. They appear to be 
very discreet, and are certainly not lacking in courage. One Is almost led 
to the' Impression that Mrs. CABATON-39 would bo perfectly willing and able 
to carry a complete clandestine radio .apparatus concealed in her ample 
bosom 'into tha DDR if she were requested to do so. 
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
